Ihe 
argument, briefly, is that neither the man 
nor tho woman is individually the repre- 
sentative of tho genuD Lome, but that, EC- 
cording to nature and revelation, the two 
united malio one, and that to each con- 
stituent of that union certain distinct 
powers and properties belong, each de- 
pendent upon the other, in a minor woy 
for proper fulfillment. ' You say, "If upon 
this account woman is to bo denied suf- 
frage, then man equally should bo denied 
the ballot, if his highest and final estate 
is to be something else- than a tcere in- 
dividual." 


Now marriage is that partnership upon 


which (he right order it society and the 
right perpetuation of the species deptnils. 
Tho question IB whether each partner 
shall keep to tliat line of labor which ta_ 
ture has marked oat, or whether ol 
woman ohall be demanded not only her 
own iiharo of the labcr but also a large 
part ot that which belongs to man. l''or, 
let us notice, that while it may granted 
that woman has the physical capacity to 
last o ballot, man has not the physical 
capacity to bear and nourish children. 
Nature has made it forever impossible 
that he should perform that oEco. If, 
therefore, he demands ot her that she 
shall participate in those external and 
general duties, such as labor /or the sup- 
port of the homo and for the direction of 
the state, which hie nnt-irul constitution, 
physical and 
intellectual, fit him for, 


while he cannot by any possibility lelievo 
her of those most necessary offices nrd 
duties which nature demands of her, he 
commits a palpable and monstrous in- 
justice. 
Ncr does it help tho matter to Bay. as 


you do, that because woman's nature is 
pnrer and nobler than man's the titoto 
would be benefited by her participation 
in political affairs. It men are not capa- 
ble of managing the affairs of the state 
according to the highest and best ideas 
of the race—that is, both men and women 
—will yon permit me respectfully to in- 
quire what proper and adequate share ot 
tin's world's work they oan perform'? 
Whatistbeir natural place in the order 
of society? 
Are they mere towers of 


wood and drawers of water? 
They cau- 


not bear citizens; tney cannot cars for 
them in infancy and rear them to man 


b\.e'_ power in American oeial and political 
life. Plainly, if any portion of the Amer- 
ican people are slaves it is not the wo- 
men. 


But let us return to tne phyeioal adapt- 


ability of women to the duties of voters. 
I: women vote they must map holdoCkc . 
und assume the working duties incident' 
to political campaigns. It appears from 
th« published record of your life that 
you commenced yonr political career at 
about tbo age of 30. Forjtbe nest ttn 
or (if teen years you were actively in pol- 
ilioo. Now, will.'you tell me if you thin1' 
it would have been convenient or agree- 
able during those years when you were 
layiog tho fouodauon of yonr political 
buccces to have also beon engaged in 
beanog aud rearing a family? Could 
you have done what you found it [neces- 
estary to do politically, and .at the same 
time have attended properly to your du- 
ties as wife and mother? You will say 
that Ihe very suggestion is indelicate, 
und I agree with you, but the fault is in 
tha situation as proposed by you. 
The 


duties and offices of£motherhcod are all 
sweet end pure and holy when kept 
within the sacred precincts of the 
Brought out into the garish light of pub- 
licity what do they become? 


Nor will it avail you to [say tbut some 


part of those offices may be delegated to 
servants. There are too many mother 
who arc not wives and mothers. Very 
true, and when women vote and bold 
office there will be more of them, 
true regard for the beet interests of so- 
ciety demands that :hair cumber stall be 
reduced by all natural and reasonable 
means; but when political rewards are 
offered as tho price of e&rvceB in public 
life, Ho jou not belitve that many, and 
tboeo not of the weiik ocd ignorant bnl 
of the more gitted end intellectual, wil 
be to (ori>RO maancge and mutherhooc 
for tbo take of winning them? Wo be- 
tide tho laid which thus offers its polit- 
ical trusts as prem:nma Tor 
child lest 


women! Tho morals of society are cor- 
rupt enough now. What do yon suppose 
they will become when not to be mairiec 
not to ba a mother, is the perquitit for a 
woman's success in a chosen and tempt- 
ing career'? History gives

evidence that women ere not naturally o: 
purer instincts or more capable cf telf- 
oontrol than men. It is only as they are 
subject to men as in heathen countries 
or yield themselves to the elevating and 
purifying iniloence ot Christian teaching 
concerning marriage f.nd tho home, tha 
they rise to a higher moral level. Enmn 
oipated from these restraints, tho inten- 
sity of their na'uro often betrays them 
into surpassing doplhs of depravity. '. 
speafi bdvisedly, therefore, and in the 
liKbt o£ thirty years' 
profound

prayerful study of tne social problems 
when I say that the direct tendency o 
woman tuffrage wonld be to form a clafs 
of women such as held high court in 
Greece in the dajs preceding its down- 
fa'l; women brilliant and intellectual,bn 
wholly wanting in that steadiest faith 
and abiding virtus which characterize! 
tbo Auplo-Saiou ideal of womanhood, ! 
may say the (Jhristiau ideal as well—tn 
wile and mother. Are American men 
prepared to relegate tho wives and moth- 
ers uf this republic to a secondary and 
subservient place, end share the politica 
leadership of this great and free countr; 
with OD oligarchy of Aepaaias? 


You soy that ttio passage ot the pro- 


posed resolution would not commit any 
person to the support of woman suffrag 
;n tho end. 
But wbat does it do i 


It sends the dio 
caseion of this question, backed Dy th 
authority of congress, into every state o 
tbis union. 
A ecore or two of the pro 


fessional advocates of woman auffragi 
will beat up the entire territory, and, by
